U.S. Command Admits Reds Downed 
4 Phantoms in Two Days Over Laos

SAIGON, Dee. 20 INYT'.— 
Four United States jet fighter- 
bombers were shot down over 
northern Laos this weekend, and 
the American command here 
said at least one of them was 
apparently destroyed in an air- 
to-air engagement with a North 
Vietnamese MiG-21 that flew 
across the bonier to challenge 
them. 

The Ja-t previous time a 
fighter-bomber was shot down 
to air-to-air combat with an 
enemy MiG was In June, 1968. 

According to informed officers, 
the loss of a plane apparently to 
a MiG has had an immediate 
effect on the bombing campaign 
—the B-52 bombers hare been 
ordered not to fly into areas 
most threatened by the MiGs. 

The command's announcement 
said three F-4 Phantom jets were 
shot down over Laos to a two- 
hour period Saturday afternoon. 
One was believed to have been 
downed by the MiG. but the rea- 
sons for the loss o£ the other two 
were unknown. A fourth Phan-, 
tom was shot down by anti-air- 
craft fire along the border be- 
tween Laos and North Vietnam 
east of the Plaine des Jarres yes- 
terday, the command said. 

The loss of the three warplanes 
Saturday was the heaviest in n 
single day since December, 1967, 
when the U.S air war against 


North Vietnam was at its height. 

The command had delayed an- 
nouncement of the losses while 
search and rescue operations 
were under way for the downed 
crewmen. Two were rescued from 
the jungle Sunday but the other 
si:: were declared missing. 

North Vietnamese reaction to 
continued American bombing of 
their Ho Chi Minh supply trails 
in the southern Laos panhandle 
has been becoming more intense 
since late October. 


So far the command has not 
announced any retaliatory actions. ' 
In the past, however, retaliation 
has included strikes by hundreds 
of airplanes, against the airfields 
from which the MiGs have been, 
flying, near Hanoi, Haiphong, 
Quan Lang and Bal Thuong. Bad 
weather has hampered air opera- 
tions over North Vietnam for the 
past two days.

2 Germanys Sign Wall-Pass Pact 


BERLIN. Dec, 20 (AP‘.— East 
and West Berlin signed their first 
wall-pass agreement since 19G6 
today nnd the Western allies de- 
clared themselves ready to sign 
ft final Berlin protocol. 

Statements Issued to Wash- 
ington, Paris and London said 
that each country was ready to 
sign a final Berlin protocol at 
any time. now. since the all-Ger- 
man accords to implement the 
Sept. 3 four-power Berlin agree- 
ment had bora completed. 

The final protocol would in- 
clude the four-power agreement 
and the all-German accords on 
Berlin wall passage and that on 
access through East Germany. 
Tlie tatter waa signed Friday. 

The Russians are reported to 
be insisting that a final protocol 
be signed only after West Ger- 
many ratifies its treaty with Mos- 
cow. 


The allied statements made no 
reference to the reported Russian 
position, bat it seemed clear that 
the three powers wanted to stress 
that any delay would not be 
their fault. 

The only Russian statement on 
the subject was issued by the 
Soviet Embassy to East Berlin, 
which said that a signing by the 
four powers will be worked -it 
separately. 

Since West German parlia- 
mentary ratification of the Bonn- 
Moscow treaty to far from cer- 
tain. all phases of the Berlin ac- 
cord, designed to ease tension in 
and around the embattled- city, 
could be left hanging. 

At the earliest, ratification Is 
not expected until May. There' 
have been reports that West Ger- 
many would accept a four-power 
final protocol signing but with- 


out anything taking effect until 
ratification. That would tie im- 
plementation of the Berlin accord 
directly to Russian satisfaction 
concerning the Soviet treaty with 
Bonn. 

The wall-pass agreement signed 
today in East Berlin thus facea 
an indefinite delay as to when 
it will take effect. 

The agreement gives eligible 
West Berliners 30 visiting days 
to East Berlin and East Germany 
each year.

Dacca’s Spirit of Jubilation

DACCA, Dec. 20 (AP).— The 
jubilation of Dacca bas given 
tray to vengeful savagery as Ben- 
galls wipe away their bitter mem- 
ories in blood. 

The city’s Bihart community, 
among whom the Pakistan mili- 
tary regime found most of Its 
collaborators, is the target of a 
new wave of violence. 

Indian troops, who occupied 
Dacca Thursday, are doing thdr 
best to minimise the killings. But 
they are almost powerless to stop 
the stab Is the dark and the 
back-street reprisal. 

Some 5,000 Bangladesh guer- 
rillas, armed with modem auto- 
matic weapons, race through the 
streets In crowded trucks and 
jeeps and are quick to dispense 
rough Justice to suspected traitors 
to their new nation. 

They have plenty to avenge. 
Two days before the Pakistani 
surrender, 120 local Intellectuals 
were rounded up and butchered. 
Many were tortured to death. 

Their decomposing bodies, kick- 
ed over by the crowd and feasted 
on by dogs, still lie scattered 
among waterlogged clay pits on 
the outskirts of the city. 

Fresh Body 

Hundreds, on a grisly pilgrim- 
age, go dally to the scene, taking 
their children with them. They 
had a fresh body to gape at yes- 
terday. 

A young man had been shot in 
the chest and a big crowd watched 
him In his death throes. His arm 
had been twisted until it split and 
Tiifl ankles eli w hed with knives. 

There was no explanation for 
his death. People in the crowd 
said he was a Bengali killed by 
Blharls, but that seemed unlikely. 

Indian Army headquarters ore 
Inundated with Inquiries about 
trussing relatives. 

In the sfreets of Dacca, mutilat- 
ed bodies are a common sight. 
Everywhere there Is a lust for 
blood. 

A Bfharl student who revealed 
the whereabouts of a mass grave 
was seized and bound. Only the 
appearance of an Indian patrol 
saved him from the mob. 

Public Execution 
Pour men, their arms bound, 
were bludgeoned and bayoneted 
to death Saturday at the end of 
a public meeting called to cele- 
brate the victory over Pakistan. 

Abdul K&der Sadlq, a self-styled 
guerrilla general known as the 
“Tiger of T&ngail," told the crowd 
anyone who took the law into 
his own hands would- be punish- 
ed. 

His prisoners, he said, would be 
given a proper trial and dealt 
with according to the verdict, 
Kader ended his address. Then he 
gave the order for their execu- 
tion. 

They were put to death with 
the most revolting savagery. 

And with each bayonet thrust, 
the crowd roared, “Jai Bangla,” 
the Bangladesh battlecry.

There was an argument, but 
eventually the Muktl meekly 
handed over their guns. 

So too, at the weekend, did 
some 26,000 Pakistani troo ps In 
Dacca. 

They had beer allowed to keep 
their weapons until all had been 
rounded up Into the airport ban- 
racks and their safety secured. 

Geo. Jagjlt Singh Aurora, In- 
dia’s eastern front commander, 
told newsmen the prisoners soon

Governor a Prisoner 

Joining army prisoners in the 
barracks was former East Paki- 
stan Governor A. M. Malik.

India Bars Photos 

CALCUTTA, Dec. 20 CAP).— 
Indian telegraphic authorities re- 
fused to transmit five Associated 
Press radiophotos showing the 
execution of suspected East Paki- 
stani collaborators In Dacca, on 
the ground that they were “detri- 
mental to the national Interest.” 

The photos were part of an 
ll-plcture series on the killings. 
The other six were transmitted 
yesterday. 

A senior officer of the Overseas 
Communication Service, the gov- 
ernment a gency that transmits 
radiophotos abroad, informed' the 
AP of the decision after the news 
agency requested government of- 
fices in New Delhi and Calcutta 
to have the pictures radioed to 
the AF’a regional picture head- 
quarters in London. 

“We submit to the military 
authorities for clearance any- 
thing which we consider objec- 
tionable from the point of view 
of our national interest," said 
AJ5. Khadilkar, the director of 
the OCS office in Calcutta. “I 
don’t call It censorship.” 

The pictures of the public ex- 
ecution. which took place in 
Dacca an Saturday, were brought 
back to Calcutta yesterday to be 
processed, because radiophoto 
transmission facilities have not 
been restored in Dacca.

Survey Finds Pakistan War 
Sapped U.S. Influence in Asia 

By Henry Tanner 


U NTIED NATIONS, N.Y., Dec. 
20 (NYT). — The 14-day war that 
brought victory to India and dis- 
memberment to Pakistan has 
profoundly damaged the moral 
Influence and leverage of the 
United States In Asia, a survey 
by New York Times correspon- 
dents In seven capitals and at the 
United Nations indicates. 

The other principal conclusions 
of the survey were these: 

• The Soviet Union, which has 
given all-out support to India, 
emerges with great strategic and 
diplomatic gains from the first 
major confrontation with Its two 
big rivals, China and the United 
States. 

• China, which supported Pak- 
istan, is seen as having suffered 
a major strategic setback, but Its 
political and psychological losses 
are judged to be less severe than 
those of Washington. 

0 India has emerged ‘ with a 
new self-confidence and at the 
same time has became more 
closely allied with the Soviet 
Union and mare dependent on 
Soviet aid than ever. 

• The effectiveness of the 
United Nations as a peacemaker 
has suffered another devastating 
blow through the Security Conn- 
ell's inability to take action while 
the fighting was going on. 

The survey, conducted by cor- 
respondents in Washington, 
Moscow, London, Hong Kong, 
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New Delhi, Rawalpindi, Tokyo 
and the United Nations, reflected 
the fact that the Tnttin.n subcon- 
tinent has long been a crucial 
arena in the big-power struggle 
among Moscow, Peking and 
Washington. 

India, with a population es- 
timated at nearly 600 milli on, is 
seen to have managed in one 
stroke to became the vastly pre- 
dominant local power in the area, 
and the Soviet Union— having 
stood alone and effectively in the 
Indian camp — Is considered cer- 
tain to reap major benefits. 

In London, the prevailing im- 
pression is said to be that “the 
Soviets now can have any posi- 
tion they want in India, within 
reason." Officials of the Con- 
servative government were es- 
pecially concerned over the pos- 
sibility of a Soviet request far a 
naval base or enlarged naval 
servicing facilities in addition tot 
its present right, apparently sel- 
dom used, tp repair and refuel 
Soviet ships in Indian ports. 

In Moscow, it was said that 
the Indlan-Pakistanl war has 
left relations between Moscow 
and Peking In a worse state than 
at any time since the 1968 border 
clashes on the Amur and Issuri 
Rivers. 

As Others See Us 
The reports from all seven 
capitals indicated that on several 
important aspects of the crisis 
the Nixon administration’s view 
of its policies has been strikingly 
different from the way others see 
t hem . 

For instance, a report from. 
Washington said, t he administra- 
tion is insisting privately that 
over the long run Its ties with 
India will not be damaged 
drastically, because India will 
need American economic aid that 
Moscow will be unable to supply, 
particularly in food. 

In New Delhi, on the other 
hand, an observer said, “India is 
no longer the servile supplicant, 
approaching the rich nations with 
an empty aims bowl in hand, ask- 
ing for aid for tie starving mil- 
lions." 

President Nixon’s policies and 
actions, particularly the dispatch 
of the aircraft carrier Enterprise 
into the Bay of Bengal, have “stir- 
red profound and lasting anger," 
in India, it was reported. 

The report said that Americans 
In Calcutta fear for their safety, 
that the administration’s policies 
have strengthened India’s al- 
liance with Moscow, and that the 
Peace Corps might be asked to 
leave. 

Relations With China 
While attacking the United 
States, both the Indian govern- 
ment and press are said to have 
made great efforts to play down 
the role of China is supporting 
Pakistan. According to Tweian 
officials, the government would 
now like to try to continue the 
improvement in relations with 
China that began earlier this 
year. 

China specialists in Hang Kong 
are reported to feel that although 
the emergence of a Sovlet-Indian 
alliance is regarded as a direct 
threat In Pricing, the Chinese 
have managed to limit their psy- 
chological and political lasses by 
confining their support of Paki- 
stan to verbal exchanges at the 
United Nations and a relatively 
mUd government statement Is- 
sued in the capital 
As far Pakistan, the men in 
Washington insist that the ad- 
ministration feels American in- 
fluence in that country la higher 
than ever and that this influence 
win be used in the coining weeks 
to put pressure on the Pakistani 
government to negotiate a ‘per- 
manent settlement. 

But from West Pakistan It is 
reported that the initial joy over 
American and Chinese support 
produced a bitter letdown when 
the Pakistanis realized that their 
expectation of an armed Ameri- 
can intervention would not mate- 
rializa.

held high posts under G€n. 
Yahya. among them the chief 
of staff. Gen. Abdul Hamid Khan, 
and Gen. Umar 

. Khan, who was President Yahya's 
top military security adviser. Mr. 
Bhutto named Lt. Gen. Gul Has- 
son Khan as the new commander 
In chief of the army. 

While emphasizing that he in- 
tended to end martial law as 
soon as possible. Mr. Bhutto 
vowed that Pakistan would re- 
main prepared to defend itself 
against India and, indeed, told 
the people and the military, 
“Please do not lose heart. We 
win redean this day. We will 
take revenge and we win see to 
it that this temporary huzniBa- 
tian Is put right." 

Although India's Defense Min- 
ister, Jagjlvan Ram, said today 
at a New Delhi rally that he 
congratulated Mr. Bhutto on be- 
coming Pakistan’s first civilian 
president In 13 years, Mr. Bhutto 
said he had this comment far 
Mr. Ram: 

“Do not gloat aver a temporary 
military victory. 

“The Modems have a proud 
heritage in the subcontinent. We 
have received some reverses. It 
will make us better, and we will 
begin a new chapter with con- 
fidence and with the cooperation 
of the people." 

President Bhutto ended his 
speech by telling the Pakistani 
people, “I ma ke a solemn pledge 
that I will serve you with all my 
heart and soul — that I will serve 
you if it kills me.” 

Radio. Pakistan said that Mr. 
Bhutto was called an today by the 
ambassadors of China, the United 
States, France, Britain and the 
Soviet Union. France b*ih Britain 
took no sides during the just- 
concluded war, while Moscow 
backed India. 

Mob Violence 

The militancy in Mr. Bhutto’s 
speech was perhaps designed to 
appease West Pakistani mobs that 
have demonstrated violently over 
the weekend and today. Dis- 
orders continued In Rawalpindi, 
Lahore and Peshawar today, the 
government radio said tonight, 
in protest against Friday’s cease- 
fire. One throng of 500 in Rawal- 
pindi h e l d a mock trial of Gen. 
Yahya and sentenced him to 
hanging or deportation to India 
in exchange for the estimated 
90,000 Pakistani soldiers who were 
surrendered Thursday in the ' 
east. 

In East Pakistan today track- 
loads of Pakistani prisoners be- 
gan being shipped to India, and 
Indian Army officials said it was 
to prevent reprisals against them 
by the Bengalis seeking revenge 
for last spring’s' bloody crack- 
down against the East Pakistan 
revolt. 

The revolt erupted when Presi- 
dent Yahya refused to convene 
the National Assembly because of 
the dominant Awaml League's 
program for home rule, and the 
revolt led millions to flee to 
India, prompting border sKr- 
mishes that became full-scale 
war on Dec. 3,

Obviously, if 
whites sent their wives Jo work 
as the some rate, their average 
income would jump way ahead 
of blacks," raid Andrew Hacker, 
professor of government at 
Queens College. N.Y, in a tele- 
phone interview. 

Mr. Moynihan. also in a tele- 
phone interview, distinguished 
between two questions.

China Declines Role 
In t r y Peace Group

ment as the assembly was about 
to reappoint the 14 members of 
the 21 -year -old commission for 
the calendar years 1972 and 1973. 

The commission, which includes 
the other four of the Big Five, 
was set up under the assembly's

tion to observe and report on the 
situation in any area where the 
continuance of tension would en- 
danger international peace.

U.S. Said to Back 
Canada Curbs on 
American Firms 

OTTAWA, Dec. 20 (UPI).— The 
UB. government has promised 
to support Canada's efforts to 
protect its economic sovereignty, 
even if those efforts mean tak- 
ing action against UB. corpora- 
tions with Interests in Canada, 
Prime Minister Pierre Elliott Tru- 
deau said yesterday. 

Mr. Trudeau said that during 
his recent trip to Washington 
he was assured by President 
Nixon that the UB. government 
would stand by the Canadian 
government's foreign-ownership 
policy, due to be announced 
within several weeks. 

“The importance, I think, of 
Mr. Nixon’s assurance to me is 
that if the American business- 
men— many of them have hold- 
ings and investments In Canada— 
if they begin to act In i* way which 
is not in accord with Cana- 
dian public Interest, then we can 
take laws or countervailing 
measures or defensive decisions 
which can counteract these 
private decisions. 

"And what I have from Mr. 
Nixon, in effect, is that It will 
not be the (American) govern- 
ment’s policy to soy Canada is 
doing the wrong thing by them. 

"In other words, the govern- 
ment will not be in a state of 
conflict or hostility, and there 
will be no counteraction taken by 
the Americans if we defend our 
own sovereignty end our own 
right to develop our country 
economically as we wish,” Mr.

Saigon Sets 
Its Holiday

SAIGON. Dec. 20 (AP).— 

President Nguyen Van Tliieu 
announced tonight allied cease- 
fires throughout South Vietnam 
of 24 hours each for Christmas, 
New Year’s Day and the Lunar 
Now Year in mid-February. 

He coupled his announcement 
with an appeal to the Commu- 
nist side on the occasion of 
Christmas to “end the fighting 
immediately and completely" 
throughout Indochina so that 
prompt and serious discussions 
could be held to restore peace. 

The UJ5. command said it 
would abide by the South Viet- 
namese cease-fire. 

The Viet Cong announced 
nearly three weeks ago unilateral 
cease-fires of three days each 
for Christinas and New Year's 
and four days for Tet f ro m Feb. 
14 through 18. 

Mr. Thleu said that the longer 
cease-fires that the Viet Cong 
unilaterally proclaimed on Dec. 
3 "conceal their ill Intention to 
take advantage of the truces to 
recover their fighting potential 
and at the same time increase 
Infi’tmtion in men and weapons 
from the North.” 

"At the present time," Mr. 
Tliieu said In a statement, “we 
have recorded large infiltration 
in the highlands of Military Re- 
gion 2."

Taiwan Deal 

Says Kissinger Vowed 
To Remove Some GIs 

NEW YORK, Dec. 20 (AP).— 
An American China-watcher says 
that While House aide Henry A. 
Kissinger assured: Chinese leaders 
last July that the United States 
would cut its military forces on 
Taiwan before President Nixon 
visits Peking. 

The scholar, prof. Ross Terrill 
of Harvard University wrote in 
the current issue cl the Atlantic 
magazine that the assurances 
were made before the Chinese 
agreed to lcv:te the President. 

"Washington Is not being asked 
to hand over Taiwan to Peking 
—only to stop regarding its gov- 
ernment as the government of 
China and to take away its 
base*" the article said. 

Pricing feels that such a move 
would “leave the door wide open 
to a give-and-take relationship 
between the two sets of Chinese, 
and to a process of reabserption 
that could stretch out over de- 
cades,” It said. 

News reports from Taipei last 
September said that there were 
8.800 American military men on 
Taiwan. About 5.000 of them 
worked «t the Chingchuankang 
base, a transshipment point for 
supplies destined for Indochina. 

The reports said that the U.S. 
presence on Taiwan could be cut 
drastically in response to Peking’s 
demands Without affecting the 
American ability or commitment 
to defend Taiwan.

Many Chinese living in U.S. 
Making Visits to Native Land

NEW YORK, Dec. 20 CNYTL— transformed: 
Dozens of Chinese in the United 
States have visited China since 
the dramatic change in relation- 
ship between Washington and 
Peking. Allowed to see their an- 
cestral homeland for the first 
time in more than 20 years, thev 
report experiences far more in- 
timate than those of other tor- 
signers. 

Although many are American 
citizens, they say they have been 
treated differently by the Chi- 
nese authorities. They have 
stayed in special hotels for over- 
seas Chinese and In some cases 
have been able to live In relatives’ 
homes. 

Because they have no language 
problem, they have not been as- 
signed guides or interpreters. 

And their physical appearance 
makes it easier for them to move 
about without attracting much 
attention. 

There Is no precise estimate of 
the number of Chinese from this 
country who have gone to China 
in recent months, but it is known 
to be at least 50 and believed to 
be many more. 

Some Hesitate 


“Everything Is

Returning visitors report that 
overseas Chinese are issued pass- 
ports — essentially identity cards — 
that are surrendered on depar- 
ture. They also report that, un- 
like other foreigners, they are 
required to apply for exit per- 
mits, a requirement that has 
aroused some apprehension among 
many who would otherwise have 
no hesitation about going. 

National Day 

Tommy Lee. proprietor of the 
Tung Kun g Trading Co., a gro- 
cery in the Chinatown section of 
New York, visited China to take 
part in the National Day cele- 
brations Oct. L Mr. Lee. who 
crossed from Hong Kong, related 
that he was questioned at length 
by members of the People's lib- 
eration Army, who asked him 
about the attitudes of the over- 
seas Chinese here.

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Disarmament and the UN 


The United Nations has emerged, from the 
Indo-Fakistani war with. another black 
mark on its slender peace-keeping record. 
There Is a certain irony in the fact that as 
the war itself was drawing to a close the 
General Assembly was debating disarma- 
ment. For this, like the argument oyer the 
war, was mere oratory, with no perceptible 
effect upon the hard Issues involved in the 
subject 

But the disarmament debate contained 
this Int rinsic difference to the vain efforts 
to halt Indian tanks. International control 
of armaments can be argued, may even be 
brought to some measure of practicality, 
without events overtaking the talk. It is at 
least conceivable that the military' powers 
can be brought to some forum such as the 
Geneva conference or the Strategic Arms 
Limitation Talks before a cataclysm presents 
humanity with a fait accompli. 

To be sure, those powers are still far apart 


on goals and methods. The entrance of China 
into the UN has brought another, more in- 
transigent, viewpoint into the picture than 
that which found the united States and the 
Soviet Union seeking agreements in the field. 
Moreover, the Indian success In war, like 
that of the Israelis in 1967, has weakened the 
appeal of general disarmament at the same 
time that need for such disarmament was 
emphasized. 

It seems reasonable to believe that 
genuine, massive reductions in the world's 
stock of weapons cannot be achieved until 
there is a wider .respect for other tools in 
settling international and domestic quarrels 

until, that is to say, there is a measure 

of world law. But even before such a develop- 
ment, some arms — nuclear weapons, long- 
range missiles— could be curbed. That end, at 
least, is worth working for; the UN offers 
the means of communication for efforts to 
chat purpose. Hope of human sanity must 
not yet be wholly abandoned. 


'The Free World Has Won’ 


The Washington agreement among the 
10 leading non-Communlst nations fulfills 
the promise of the Rome conference and 
the Nlzon-Pompidou summit meeting in the 
Azores that the major currencies of the 
world would be realigned and the threat 
of a protracted monetary crisis ended. 

The decision of the United States to "sup- 
press” — a curious synonym for ■'remove" — 
both the 10 percent import surcharge and 
the associated “buy American” clause in the 
Investment tax credit will eliminate an 
odious tax and help to avert a trade war. 

But President Nixon has again sounded 
like P. T. Bamum in billing the Washington 
monetary agreement as "the most signi fi ca n t 
...in the history of the world." All the 
basic Issues involved In rebuilding the Inter- 
national monetary system— how exchange 
rates are to be defended, how convertibility 
of the dollar Is to be restored, how the 
liquidity and growth of monetary reserves 
of the system are to be assured, how greater 
flexibility of exchange rates is to be achieved 
—remain to be solved. This will take negotia- 
tions extending over many months, probably 
years. Meanwhile, the world Is on what might 
be called an Inconvertible dollar standard — 
and it remains to be seen how stable that 
system will be. 

Even in the short run, the Washington 
agreement Is xict entirely firm. The United 
States said it would propose to Congress 
“suitable means for devaluing the dollar in 
terms of gold" from the present price of $35 
to a new price of $38 an ounce only after 
other countries had taken a related set of 
short-term measures to reduce trade har- 
riers against American goods; the Nixon 
administration would then present these 
trade measures to Congress for scrutiny. In 
saying it would "suppress” the Import sur- 
charge, the United States also retained the 
option of reinstating It If other countries 
do not grant the trade concessions it wants. 

The Nixon administration constantly 
warns of the protectionist mood in Congress, 
as well it might. It Is possible that Congress 
will demand more trade concessions than the 
administration can deliver. However, the 
President himself has been partly responsible 
for this protectionist mood In Congress; he 


has yielded to demands for special protec- 
tion from such favored industries as textiles, 
steel and o fl. 

If this country Is to move back toward 
liberal trade, the President will have to 
provide greater and more consistent leader- 
ship. The Washington agreement implies 
that the united States can resolve the more 
basic Issues in its trading relations with Eu- 
rope only by working "in a framework of 
mutual cooperation." This spirit , is essential 
to avoiding the dangers of a splitting of the 
Western world into antagonistic monetary 
and trade blocs. 

Despite the uncertainties and the enor- 
mous tasks rem ainin g, there Is cause for much 
satisfaction In the immediate monetary ar- 
rangement. Germany and Japan deserve 
particular credit for their contributions to a 
realignment that will give this country 
great hopes of regaining balance-of-pay- 
ments equilibrium. 

Secretary of the Treasury Conn ally de- 
serves credit for making l virtue out of 
necessity by getting other nations to accept 
so large a dollar devaluation as 8.75 percent. 
This, in combination with the upvaluation of 
other currencies, will come close to achiev- 
ing the overall spread of 11 percent between 
the dollar and other currencies that Mr. 
Connally had sought In Rome. 

Wider bands of fluctuation around the new 
parities will make the monetary system 
somewhat more flexible, ' although it Is 
regrettable that the bands were widened 
only to 25 percent. In the future reform of 
the system, there should be greater flexibility 
around parities. 

The administration was right to link the 
trade issue to the desired monetary realign- 
ment. It was wrong, however, to try to com- 
pel others to submit to UJ3. terms. The 
greatest achievement of the Washington 
agreement— if it lasts — could be the general 
recognition of the urgency "for the United 
States, Europe and Japan to work more 
closely together in the future than they have 
in the past. Recognizing the common 
dangers of prolonged economic uncertainty 
and of hostility, the nations have at last 
come to terms — and, as Mr. Nixon put It, 
“the whole free world has won."

Choice for Egypt and Israel 


President Sadat needed a boost over the 
obstacle posed by his insistence that 1971 be 
Egypt’s “year of decision.” He got it in a 
General Assembly resolution calling on 
Israel in effect to give up the whole Sinai. 
While the United States abstained, the 
Israelis rejected the resolution because if 
implemented— it won’t be— it would deny 
them the negotiated borders they seek. They 
argued that passage would license Egypt to 
resume fire. In fact, passage licenses Egypt 
to hold its fire. Mr. Sadat can portray the 
resolution to his people as a major step 
toward recovery of Sinai and toward the 
isolation of Israel. 

Israel needed a Low.t, too. It needed as- 
surance from the United States that its 
principal weapons requests, especially for 
Phantoms, would not be shelved indefinitely 
while American diplomats tried to arrange 
Its full withdrawal from Sinai by a method 
—American pressure — that Jsriel regards as 
unwise. This was Mrs. Meir’s purpose in her 
visit earlier this month. She left, if not 
satisfied, then in muted anxiety. Apparently 
enough planes and enough hints of more, 
planes are going Into the supply and dip- 
lomatic pipelines to somewhat <*a‘m the 
Israelis and to signal the Egyptians and 
Russians that Washington Is not ducking 
out. 

To Judge by his recent Interviews, Mr. 


Sadat is full of fresh gloom about whether 
the United States has the stuff to squeeze 
Israel back “into its pre-1967 borders. We 
hope his apprehensions are confirmed by un- 
folding American policy. The administra- 
tion has striven hard to design and engineer 
a settlement; not only has it failed, it has 
lost credibility in both Cairo and Tel Aviv. 
Surely it is time to recognize that over- 
eager, over-anxious efforts to substitute 
American judgment for the decisions of 
countries in the region don’t help. Indeed, 
they hurt; Egypt gets big eyes and Israel 
panics. Peace remains a stranger. 

Why doesn’t Egypt put Israel on the spot 
and simply state that it is ready to negotiate 
directly? That would call Israel’s hand and 
force it to make the hard territorial choices 
it has been able to postpone for 4 1/2 years 
Or why doesn’t Israel launch a pre-emptive 
diplomatic strike of its own by announcing 
that It will withdraw unilaterally to the 
passes behind the Suez Canal, reserving the 
right to patrol the evacuated territory to 
keep It demilitarized and the right to return 
to the canal, if Israeli ships are sot allowed 
through. These are just two ideas among a 
range of possibilities that Egypt and Israel 
might consider in order to move toward the 
only settlement worth having over the long 
haul— a settlement cf their own.

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Is There a Sweden in Europe’s Future?

S TOCKHOLM.— Sweden, wrap- 
ped. in neutrality for- more 
than 150 years and now steering 
a comfortable course between But 
and West, Is anxious and uneasy 
about its role in a rapidly chang- 
ing Europe. 

With the government hesitant 
about joining the European Eco- 
nomic Community because of t-hp 
tradition of neutrality and with 
w»rin g in Central Eu- 
rope, officials are vfMng blunt 
questions: Is neutrality proving 
less and less useful? Will Sweden 
be left out in the cold, especially 
if Its Nordic neighbors, Norway 
and Denmark, join the Common 
Market? Is Sweden’s interna- 
tional role rapidly dwindling? 

Beyond this, Sweden is shaken 
by economic and political trou- 
bles caused, in part, by uncer- 
tainty about the nation's ties to 
the EEC. Unemployment at 
about 3 percent is at its highest 
level in 35 years. Prices have 
climbed nearly 30 percent in live 
years. 

Olof Palme, the ebullient leftist 
premier, lias suffered a sharp 
decline in recent opinion polls 
the opposition seriously 
threatens his Social Democratic 
party. In power for 40 years. 

Not Greatly Loved 

.“It comes as a shock to many 
of us to realize th?t in Europe, 
at least, we're- rot all that loved." 
said Wilhelm Penes, director of 
the department of International 
affairs of the Federation of 
Swedish Industries, representing 
80 percent of employers. “On the 
international scene there seems 
to be an Irritation with us now, 
with our grand mpnnerr. with 
our lecturing certain countries 
about what’s right and wrorg, 
with ou- annoying peo^’e like 
a mosquito annoys them.” 

“Wr’re not cults treble -my 
more." he added. "We're like 
second-rate actors, a bit thread- 
bare.” 

Mr. Palme disagrees. “We have 
our Identity in Eurcte." Hie 44- 
y ear-old premier raid. “We have 
played end will play a stabilizing 
role. Maybe Central Europe is 
stabilized, but what about North- 
ern Europe? Or the Mediter- 
ranean? We are a force of 
stability in Europe." 

Perhaps the pivotal dispute In 
Sweden is the complex and emo- 
tional discussion about entering 
the Common Market. What con- 
fronts the Swedes Is that they 
must somehow reach an arrange- 
ment with the enlarged com- 
munity, to include Britain, Nor- 
way, Denmark and Ireland. These 
and the six present members ac- 
count for 70 percent of Sweden's 
markets. 

To apply for full membership 
is anathema to the Swedish gov- 
ernment because it would end 
the nation’s image' as a neutral. 
The Common Market countries 
aim at eventual political union 
and all except Ireland are in 

NATO. 

“When people spoke of military 
cooperation, it was quite clear 
we would not be a member,” Mr. 
Palme explained. “It would 
leave us without freedom of ac- 
tion. It would be Inconsistent 
■with our neutrality. We want as 
close cooperation as possible and 
we will get this.” 

Link to Market 

Mr. Palme and his government 
hope for some link to jtke Com- 
mon Market based on free trade 
in certain industrial goods. This 
will be a starting point for nego- 
tiations over the next few years. 

Meanwhile, the mood in this 
country of eight million people 
—with the highest per capita 
Income in Europe ($3,386 last 
year) and the highest persons! 
taxes— r emains uncertain, even 
fearful. “It will be difficult for 
Sweden to accept a beggar's solu- 
tion ” said Gunnar Helen, leader 
of one of the main opposition 
parties, the liberals. 

Clas-Eric Odhner, head of the 
f mniitrk ftnfl social department 
of the Swedish Trade Union con- 
federation, representing 1.7 mil- 
lion blue-oojlar workers, said: 


“Certainly there’s a feeling 
among business people that Swe- 
den win be left behind, that 
events win overtake us. The 
labor movement and diplomats 
have been asked to leave the 
conference room when interna- 
tional meetings involve Common 
Market countries who want to 
discuss policy. This has shocked 
us. It's humiliating.” 

Although few public . figures 
would call for an end to neu- 
trality— sudh a move would prob- 
ably cause a political uproar— 
there have been demands for a 
re-evaluation and definition of 
the traditional policy, especially 
In terms of improved East-West 
relations and enlargement of 
the biggest trading bloc in the 
world. Officials shudder at the 
thoug ht of Swedish industries 
competing with a community of 
260 m pi inn persons. 

A powerful conservative paper, 
Svenska Dagbladet, said recent- 
ly that “the strong winds of 
change are blowing over Europe” 
and that entry into the Common 
Market may be “closer than we 
now think.” Some politicians 
have urged that the neutrality 
question be discussed. • 

The Goteborgs Handels -Och 
Sjofartstidning, a newspaper 
equivalent to the Wall Street 
Journal, said in a series of widely 
discussed editorials that “the time 
has come to look into alternative 
definitions’ 1 of neutrality and that 
the government’s “sorrowful di- 
lemma could have been avoided 
if. at an early stage, one had 
trie! to analyze what our inten- 
tion to stay free of alliances and 
neutral in war really means in 
a new Europe and a new Com- 
mon Market.”

In Self-Assembled Plane 


Czech Escapee Describes How 
He Outwitted Gun-Blazing Jet 
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NTJREilBEHG. Bee. 20 fUFI). 
— A former world aerobatics 
champion described today how he 
outwitted the pilot of a Czecho- 
slovak MiG -15 jet which tried to 
down his light plane as he fled 
with his family to the West. 

Ladislaw Bezafc, an airline co- 
pilot who was world aerobatics 
champion in I960, told West 
German television viewers that 
the violent maneuver into which 
lie turned his overloaded place 
threw his wife and four young 
sons against the aircraft's canopy. 

His story. In broken German, 
described his flight yesterday 
from an airfield near Prague to 
Nuremberg. Hie fled in a two-seat 
Z Lin. -226 plane, which he assem- 
bled himself from parts. 

Mr. Bezak, 39, said that when 
he saw the muzzle flashes from 
' the MiG's cannons he pointed his 
overloaded plane into a steep dive. 
“Family hung on plexiglass, the 
children cried and wife said, It's 
all over, better return,”’ he re- 
called. 

Bat the stunt flier said he 
thought he had a good chance In 
his slow, maneuverable plane. He 
knew he had to seek cloud cover 
before the MiG completed its 
turn and made another firing 
pass at him, but the nearest 
cloud was too far away to reach 
Immediately. 

So he headed his plane in an- 
other direction momentarily to 
fool the MiG pilot Into thinking 
he was obeying orders to return 
and then made it into the clouds 
os the jet was makin g another 
turn. 

Ur. Bezafc landed his plane 
safely at Nuremberg and sought 
asylum in Wert Germany for 
himself, his 27-year-old wife 
Maria, and sons Ladislaw, 8, 
AndrC, 6, and twins Martin and 
Roman, 7. 

He said he fled simply from po- 
litical motives- “With us (Czecho- 
slovaks), one is persecuted If. 
one only says so meth i n g against 
the government" Mr. Bezak said.

Fake Identity 
Documents 

Some Are Stolen, 

Some Are Forged 

By Nicholas Gage 

NEW YORK fBTYTV— Organiz- 
ed crime figures are going into 
the business of selling a vast 
variety of official idectifhaLtton 
documents, according to law en- 
forcement officials. 

The documents include birth 
certificates, drivers’ licenses, di- 
plomas, armed forces’ discharges. 
Borne of the documents are coun- 
terfeit, but mo&t are the real 
thing, stolen from government of- 
fices or printing houses, accord- 
ing to Edward J. McLaughlin, 
chief counsel of the State Joint 
Legirtativc Committee on Crime. 

Confidence men use identifica- 
tion cards to cash bad checks and 
commit other frauds. Car-theft 
rings use drivers' licenses and car 
registrations to dispose of stolen 
cars easily and quickly. 

But the largest market for some 
of these documents consists of 
individuals with no criminal con- 
nections. Many drivers’ licenses, 
for example, are bought by zun- 
Eugllsh-speaking person s wha ere 
not able to pass the written ports 
of license examinations. 

Individuals who never finished 
high school or college buy blank 
diplomas and degrees and have 
their names fined in so tiiat they 
can try for better Jobs. 

Traditionally the market in 
such documents was served by 
independents who had no links 
to organized crime except that Its 
members were sometimes their 
customers. 

But Mr. McLaughlin said that 
organized-crime figures —encour- 
aged by the growing demand 
for documents— were going into 
the racket themselves. 

With their well-developed con- 
tacts, the gangsters are able to 
obtain certain kinds of identifica- 
tion instruments, such as police 
badges, that were often beyond 
the reach of the Independents. 

Wholesale Activity 

The gangsters concentrate pri- 
marily on the wholesale end of 
the racket. They arrange to buy 
blocks of documents from Inside 
contacts and then sell them to 
retailers. 

The retailers sell them to in- 
dividual customers at a largo 
mark-up. 

An underworld informant, who 
recently Inquired about the pos- 
sibility of purchasing blocks of 
four typical documents, has quot- 
ed the following wholesale prices: 

N.Y. driver’s licerae. *20; N.Y. 
car registration, *40; Army dis- 
charge card, *50; Social Security 
card, $15.

As UN Winds Up Annual Debate 

China Still Reticent on Disarmament Talks 


By Kathieen Tcltsch 

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Dec. 
20 tNYTi.— The General As- 
sembly has wound up its annual 
disarm ament debate with 24 
new resolutions, but with no hint 
that China wants to sit down at 
the negotiating table here or to 
Geneva. 

The Geneva conference of 26 
nations plans to meet Feb. 29, 
and its members intend to keep 
probing for ways of bringing 
Peking Into arms discussions. 

Three of the 14 proposals ap- 
proved a call for a halt to nuclear 
testing, reflecting the small 
powers’ protest that the United 
States and the Soviet Union 
continue their underground ex- 
plosions ami pointedly reproach- 
ing China and France for testing 
to the atmosphere. 

Only China and its ally. Al- 
bania. voted against a resolution 
calling for a halt to all tests by 
Aug. 5. 1973, which marhUie 10th 
anniversary of the treaty banning 
tests to the atmosphere, space 
and underwater. The United 
States, Britain, the Soviet Union 
and France were among 30 coun- 
tries abstaining. 

China justified its opposition 
with the argument that it must 
develop its nuclear capability as 
a defense against Soviet and 
American “nuclear backmalL" It 
demanded that both give pledges, 
as it has done, not to be the 
first to use atomic weapons. 

"China today,” remarked one 
expert, “is behaving like the 
Soviet Union in the 1950s, when 
Moscow’s aim was to catch up 


to the United States and it made 
unacceptable demands that Wash- 
ington ban the bomb and destroy 
American stockpiles.” 

Delegation sources said that 
the Soviet Union and the 
United States avoided any private 
overtures to China, leaving it 
to others, principally Pakistan, 
Romania, Mexico and Canada to 
sound out Peking’s delegates. 

One leading Western negotiator 
saw some encouragement in 
China's willingness lact Thursday 
to have the assembly approve a 
M ert lean -Romanian proposal for 
a world disarmament conference. 

The Western powers th emse lves 
have been cool to the conference 
concept and regard it, as one 
Westerner remarked, as "just 
another place to blow off steam." 
They do feel, however, that 
Peking, Joining in approving the 
Mexican - Romanian proposal, 
showed a little more flexibility 
than before. 

Disarmament experts maintain 
that serious work cannot be ac- 
complished in a conference 
setting of 130 or more countries 
and prefer the Geneva arrange- 
ment. 

While members of the Geneva 
group are not overly optimistic 
about China relenting, they are 
working on ways of malting this 
form more acceptable. Mainly, 
this involves doing away with 
the present arrangement of hav- 
ing Soviet and American co- 
chairmen.

French Ex- Aides 
Win Suit Against

LONDON, Dec. 20 CAP) —Two 
aides to former French cabinet 
ministers won their libel suit to- 
day against the English publish- 
ers of a book about the fall of 
France by William L. Shirer. 

William Heinemann Ltd., and 
Martin Seeker and Warburg Ltd, 
publishers of “The Collapse of the 
Third Republic,” and printers Cox 
and Wyman LttL, were ordered to 
pay an undisclosed sum in 
damages, and court costs. The 
book has, meanwhile, been with- 
drawn from distribution and the 
disputed passages revised. 

These passages suggested that 
after the fall of France, Domi- 
nique Antoine Leca and Gilbert 
Walter Devau— attached to former 
Premier Paul Reynaud— tried to 
leave the country with money and 
jewelry and were subsequently 
jailed.

MMAF is a two-story shop, 
white, spacious, and atry with 
the civilized atmosphere of an 
art gallery. Under one tool It 
groups the creations of 800 arti- 
sans from, all over France- 
Operating on a nonprofit basis, 
it has. the blessing, as well as 
financial backing, of the French 
Commerce Ministry. 

The idea behind MMAF isito 
save French, artisans f rom •vaning 
prey to industrial techniques or 
giving up altogether. It was sug- 
gested by weaver Jacques Anque- 
tll (no relation to the cycling 
c hamp ion) who ban . a shop on 
Boulevard Saint-Germain. The 
project took shape a few months 
ago. 

MMAF is a genuine design cen- 
ter of high quality arts and crafts. 
A strict board lets In only real 
talent and eliminates shabby 
folklore. .The gallery has no 
flashy, Christmas razzmatazz 
salesmanship; each object is so 
original that it sells itself. In 
fact, after a tour of the gallery, 
you win want to meet the artists. 

Exhibition Themes 

As there are 150 different crafts, 
the gallery organizes exhibitions, 
each with a central theme. last 
fall, MMAF opened with jewels 
and minerals. Now to Jan. 13, 
it is catering to the holiday sea- 
son with a selection co ve ring les 
arts de la table (festive table- 
ware) toys, gjlts and fashion. The 
next display win be devoted to 
wall, floor and ceiling coverings 
and will he followed, in April, 
by Aubusson tapestries. 

In order to keep tabs on works 
from an the shows, the gallery 
win shortly open a basement bou- 



tique where latecomers wlll .be . 
able to catch up with best sellers 
from the psutt. 

The display, right now, is tan- • 
talfcEtng. The toy department In- 
cludes naive, witty, rwv wool, 
dolls made by Claudie and Fran- 
cis Hunriger, shepherds from 
Alsace. Each doll comes with 
a personal note, bringing the 
Gavor of the outdoors.

Dec. 20 (ZHD. — 
Switzerland has become a 
center for contemporary artists 
who come here to explore the 
many pri n t i ng possibilities open 
to them. The results do not al- 
ways triumph as art 

Twenty-five Zurich editors and 
dealers have assembled at Les 
Ambassadeurs. 64 Bahnhofstrasse, 
offering to the collector and the 
uninitiated a look at what Is- 
c urre nt in the local market. The 
four traditional media (lithogra- 
phy, etching, woodcarving and 
serlgrapby) have been enlarged 
to include photo-offset, photo- 
engraving and in some cases col- 
lage. Some less successful at- 
tempts at multiples are also on 
view. 

Since there is no catalogue to 
the exhibition, one is left with 
the refreshing problem of look- 
ing at roughly 500 prints for 
their own sake, the young names 
mixed with the better known and 
in many cases coming off with 
the laurels. 

Master Touch 

In fairness to the master 
touch, a pair of Sen Nicholson 
etchings on a small format are 
superb simple line studies. Max 
Ernst's 1971 etching “Ethemlte,” 
also a small format, is a beauti- 
ful graphic statement both in 
concept and technique. Another 
small pair by Max Beckman dat- 
ed 1915, with just his incisive 
black line to show what graphic 
content Is all about, the only 
“antiques” in the show, make a 
lot of the hurrah and Jazz here 
appear to be tantrums on 
paper. 

One has the advantage of 
seeing how a dealer's choice 
can affect the work of some 
artists who arc represented by 
more than one dealer. A mn«.n 
Anthes drypolnt with a pull of 
70/70 on sale through Krautham- 


mer Galerie, for example, Is a 
lovely eloquent example of An- 
thes’s work. The more colorful 
large lithes presented by Gimpel 
end Hknover. even t.hnngh very 
attractive, seem less of a buy 
for a collector. 

Jo Tilson carries on in every 
sort of technique— from an in- 
flated plastic “Letter” that could 
pass for a toy swimming pool 
to a mixed media print “Ho Chi 
Mich” that Incorporates just 
about everything you can do on- 
paper, end has a little wooden 
fish dangling over the frame. 
When Tilson contains himself to 
a one - color photo-incision, as 
in his “Che Guevara,” he makes 
a fine print on anybody's terms. 

Satires 

In defense of the avant-garde, 
Richard Linder's savage satires 
in aniline colors mounted on 
plastic have a convincing' reality 
—he Is an Iconoclast using the 
very materials he decides to 
rage against. Robert Indiana's 
“Parrot" Is a decorative and well 
made print with a good sense of 
inking. 

Some of the best works on 
view are the serigzaphs. “Color 
Sounds" by Bari Gerster pulsates 
luminously in large rectangular 
motifs. The severe formalists 
Max and Jacob BUI, Lohse and 
Albers are pure exponents of the 
silk-screen process. Smpu and 
choice Is Janos Nemeth’s “Grun 
auf Orange” in two dancing 
abstract impressionist colors that 
produce three. Lodew1Jk*s 16- 
color checkerboard is also worth 
noting. Ernest TToya'a “Man- 
scape e” are proof again of his 
virtuosity with his modular 
figure. 

Etchings 

Among the etchings are Do- 
rado's glowing slices of rainbow 
and a subtly toned aquatint by 
Meckseper of a metaphysical 
chair.

’ New Issues Expected 

The current atmosphere creat- 
ed by the weekend's monetary 
events Is likely to attract new 
Issues from the primary market, 
dealers said.

EEC Tells Continental Can 
Dutch Purchase Is Violation

BRUSSELS (NYT). — In a ma- 
jor toughening of its anti-trust 
policy, the Executive Commission 
of die European Economic Com- 
munity has told the Continental 
Con Co- of the United States 
that its purchase last. April of 
a Dutch packaging concern violat- 
ed the competition rules of the 
EEC. Continental Can was given 
until July 1 to end Its alleged 
infraction. 

The commission’s decision Is 
the latest round in its running 
battle with Continental Can’s 
plans to buy some of Its Euro- 
pean licensees and merge t hem 
into one company, Europembal- 
lage. 

But Us Importance goes far 
beyond this one case; for the 
Hist time, the commission has 
ruled against a nonsteel merger 
on the ground that extending a 
dominating position in part of 
the European market violates Ar- 
ticle 86 of the Treaty of Rome. 

The commission thinks that the 
purchase lost year of Thomassen 
en Drijver -Verb Ufa of the Nether- 
lands gave Continental Can's sub- 
sidiary, EuropembaUage, a domi- 
nant position In West Germany, 
the Netherlands and Belgium in 
three products: Cans for {reserv- 
ed meat, cans for fish and metal 
tops for glass bottles. 

AH Except France 

This merger was originally in- 
tended to be part of a larger 
operation, in which the Metal Box 
Co. of Britain would have sold 
its interests in the SEC to Europ- 
embaUagc, giving it an effective 
monopoly, the commission says, in 
aU EEC countries except France. 
As a result of statements by the 
commission against the proposal, 
the British concern decided to 
back out of the deal. 

Bub Continental Can, which, 
already controls the West Ger- 
man market through its owner- 
ship of Sehmalbach-Luh ecawerke 
of Brunswick, decided to go 
ahead with at least part of the 
merger. Xt bought up shares in 
the Dutch company, thus giving 
it a domfwimt share in the Bene- 
lux market. 

Under the Treaty of Rome, 
there is no rule against even a 
virtual monopoly. The rules 
specify only that a company must 


not "take improper advantage of 
Us position. " 

The key legal question that the 
commission’s action - poses is 
whether trying to extend the 
area over which a company holds 
a dominant position involves tak- 
ing improper advantage of that 
position. 

The commission says that it 
does; but has gone out of its way 
to avoid accusing Continental 
Can publicly of using its position 
to force its prices on the market. 
This is because the commission, 
seeks to establish the principle 
that it has the power to intervene 
to block mergers, even if no 
specific malpractice is Involved. 

Continental Con officials argue 
mat the commission is taking 
too harrow a view of the market 
by excluding such competing 
•pac kag i n g materials as plastics.

Hard Work Ahead 

This should allow the experts to settle down 
to hard work on the many issues with which the 
Washington meeting did not. and could not, deal: 

What will be the structure of the international 
monetary system of the l&70s and 1980s? What 
will happen to the more than $60 billion now 
reluctantly hr Id by foreign central banks? In 
the years ahead, how will nations define the 
values of their currencies, one to the other? In 
what form will they hold reserves to protect the 
values of their currencies? How will the growth 
of the world's money supply be regulated? 

All of these quc-.itio&s ore highly technical, but 
the skill with which they ore resolved will have 
a great deal or practical bearing on the ability 
of the world economy to grow, and hence on 
material wellbeing everywhere. 

Whatever else, analysts ore convinced that the 
monetary system of the future will have to 
reflect the economic and political balance of the 
1070s, os opposed to that of 1944. when the 
United States held the vast bulk of the world's 
financial and industrial power. 

■A System Problem* 

As right ns the Brctton Woods system was for 
its lime, it adapted poorly to the changing eco- 
nomic realities of the postwar period. Paul W. 


McCracken, who is shortly to retire as chairman 
of tile President’s Council cf Ecanc-nnc Advisers, 
has been arguing In recent months that "there 
fa now recognition that the world has cot just 
a dollar problem, but a system problem with a 
dollar sign.” 

Uiere has been a tendency ever the years, on 
balance. Mr. McCracken has said, for ether 
nations to devalue their currencies in relation 
to the overall standard of value 

“And what was the standard,” he was aaked, 
"The UJ3. dollar. Thus the exchange rate of 
the dollar was slowly appreciated by the actions 
of others, and this— plus our own inflation after 
1965— finally overvalued the dollar to the point 
of producing a baric imbalance in our external 
trade and competitive position." 

It was this “basic imbalance" that shewed up 
in recent years in huge deficits in the UB. inter- 
national balance of paymer.L s . U.S. goods, given 
the overvaluation of the dollar, were no longer 
sufficiently competitive in world markets to earn 
the huge surplus of exports over imports that 
the United States requires to offset its natural 
tendency — ns the world’s largest economy— to 
invest in other economies. 

Basic Structure Unchanged 

In the past, when other nations found their 
currency values basically out cf line with those 
of their trading partners, they have always hrd 
the option of changing them. This frequently 
has been painful, and provoked much interna- 
tional speculation. But, after the changes, the 
basic structure of the system was still intact. 

Not sa with the dollar. Eecause it was the 
pivot paint, when it had to move, so did the 
whale structure. 

Thus, while it would be foolhardy to predict 
in any sense the outcome of international dis- 
cussions that will likely take several years to 
c«unp!ete, it does seem clear at the cutset that 
in whatever system emerges the dollar will play 
a far less central role than before Aug. 25. 

It will doubtless continue to be the principal 
"vehicle currency” for the conduct of interna- 
tional trade, in part reflecting the size, expertise 
and worldwide scope of the majer U.S. banks. 
But as a standard of value for other nations, 
its days are ended.

French Fear 
Trade Harm 
In New Rates 

PARIS, Dec. 20 (AP-DJ).— The 
currency realignments decided in 
Washington, which left the franc 
unchanged, are expected to ad- 
versely affect France’s foreign 
trade, industry sources sold today. 

The major impact win come 
from West Germany and Italy, 
France’s two biggest trading 
partners. 

Last year Germany accounted 
far 20b percent of French exports 
and Italy 11.1 percent. German 
and Italian goods accounted for 
22 percent and 92 percent respec- 
tively of French imparts. 

The spread of less than 5 per- 
cent between the new deutsebe 
mark and the unchanged franc 
compares with a differential of 
about 7 percent previously sought 
by the French, and with about 12 
percent existing before the Wash- 
ington agreement, the sources 
point out. 

As regards Italy, the 1 perwnt 
devaluation of the lira, though 
less dramatic, 1s also expected 
to hurt French exports and 
price competitiveness. 

The direct impact on UJ3.- 
French trade from the Iaiger- 
tban-expected dollar devaluation 
is not considered very important. 

The United States lost year 
accounted for 5.3 percent of 
French exports, and 9.9 percent 
of imparts. 

German Industry Glad 
COLOGNE. West Germany. 
Dee. 20 (AP-DJ).— The West Ger- 
man Federation of Industry sold 
today that the realignment of 
currency parities will greatly help 
German Industry because it en- 
ables It to calculate export and 
Import prices on fixed exchange 
rates. 

But, the federation added, "the 
fact remains thefc the competi- 
tiveness of West German Industry 
remains under the heavy burden 
imposed on it by several revalua- 
tions of the deutsebe mark." 


in rebuilding a healthy world 
economic environment. 

Experts said they thought the 
agreement provided a good basis 
lor further settlements, including 
elimination of international trade 
barriers and eventually a full 
restructuring of the world mone- 
tary system. 

Benefits mentioned by same 
analysts ranged from reprieve 
from world recession and a trade 
war to a possible UB. stock 
market boom. 

The general mood was optimis- 
tic, and predictions of long-term 
prosperity were made by several 
economists. The willingness of 
nations to compromise and the 
ability of the central bonks of 
different countries to cooperate 
were noted as positive factors in 
the latest settlement. 

Few experts thought, however, 
that a final monetary settlement 
would be reached soon. 

’EsscntisT Accord 

Constant. Van VUerden. ex- 
ecutive vice-president of the 
Bank of America, the nation’s 
largest bank, commented: "The 
logjam has been broken in the 
principal critical problems that 
have built up over the years. The 
agreement on parities between 
currencies made over the weekend 
was essential to again creating 
the possibility of a long period 
of increasing world trade and 
commerce.” 

G.A_ Costanzo, executive vice- 
president of the First National 
City Bank, said that the agree- 
ment should restore confidence 
to international trading. 

Robert V, Roosa, a partner in 
Brown Brothers, Hanjroaix and. 
a former under secretary of the 
Treasury, characterized the agree- 
ment as “a remarkably good job.” 

. He said: "It has created an ex- 
cellent relationship between all 
the currencies, eliminating not 
only the disparities between the 
dollar and other currencies but 
between the mark and the franc. 
It 1s a bads for renewed con- 
fidence and remarkable evidence 
that countries have become adult 
in the handling of world economic 
affairs." 

Willard Butcher, executive vice- 
president of the Chase Manhat- 
tan Bank, commented that the 
agreement "should set the stage 


for proper negotiations on the 
international trade iront and tor 
a period Of monetary stability 
during which thoughtful consid- 
eration can be given to an over- 
all lock at the whole monetary 
system.” 

View In Pittsburgh 

Edwin H. Yeo 3d, vice-president 
and economist of the Pittsburgh 
National Bank, described the 
monetary agreement as “the be- 
ginning of an international pay- 
ments system that, people can 
take far granted once again.” 

He added: “The crucial test 
will come when we find out 
whether this is as believable to 
decision-makers in Pittsburgh and 
Chicago as it is to decision- 
makers In Zurich and Birming- 
ham, England. But I suspect the 
impact will be very positive. I 
think t hi s puts th e nail into t he 
coffin of the worldwide -depres- 
sion thesis." 

The removal of the 10 percent 
import surcharge was applauded 
by Gerald O’Brien, executive vice- 
president of the American Im- 
porters Association, representing 
more than 900 companies. 

He said that devaluation of the 
dollar and removal of the sur- 
charge had "pulled the world back 
from the brink of a trade war." 

Danes Keep Surcharge 

COPENHAGEN, Dec. 20 (Reu- 
ters) .—Prime Minister J.O. Krag 
said today that Denmark .would 
not at this time remove the 10 
percent temporary import sur- 
charge imposed in October. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 20 INYT>. 
— New York Stock Exchange 
prices went on a roller-coaster 
ride today as investors responded 
to the weekend’s news about re- 
alignment of world currencies, 
including the devaluation of the 
dollar in terms of gold. 

Prices shot upward on record 
volume in the first hour of trad- 
ing, retreating for the nest two 
hours and then rallied again un- 
til the close. 

The Dow Jones industrial aver- 
age, which was up 15.52 at its 
highest level of the day, finished 
with a gain of 1121 points, at 
885.01, another new recovery 
high since the market began 
swinging upward on the day af- 
ter Thanksgiving. 

Effect of Accord 

Brokers noted that hopes for a 
settlement of the international 
monetary crisis had contributed 
to that upswing. Realization of 
the agreement announced over 
the weekend, they said, produced 
seme of the crocs- currents in to- 
day's market as seme traders sold 
to nail down profits while others 
bought in anticipation of future 
gains. 

Volume rose to 2321 million 
shares from 1SJ27 million shares 
on Friday. Today's turnover was 
the highest since Aug. 17, when 
the market was In the mid-t of 
responding to President Nixon's 
Aug. 15 announcement of his new 
economic program. 

Trading activity was inflat- 
ed by the record volume of 8A7 
million shares in the first hour; 
the previous peak for that period 
was tiie 8.56 million shares trad- 
ed on Aug. 16, the first market 
session after Mr. Nixon's new 
economic program speech. 

An influx of institutional trad- 
ing contributed to the increased 
volume but It did not appear to 
be on the same scale that occurred 
In August. Big-block trades— 
those of 10,020 shares or more — 
increased from Friday's pace but 
there were none involving loo.ooo 
shares or more. 

Price advances led declines by 
a margin of almost 10 to 1 at 
the peak of the rally. By the end 
of the day, however, the upside 
margin had been trimmed to less 
than 4 to 1. 

The mixed pattern was reflected 
in the day’s list of the 15 most- 
active stocks, which showed 13 
winners against two losers. Only 
three of the gainers had advances 
of more than a point. 

"All In all," summed up a part- , 
ner of one brokerage house, “it 
wasn't that momentous." 

Selected glamour issues scored 
the best gains of the day, a de- 
velopment that might have re- 
flected covering purchases by 
traders who had previously sold 
short. 

Burroughs made the biggest 
jump, climbing 8 to a 1971 high 
of 159 1/2. Walt Disney Produc- 
tions climbed 4 J l/4, to 131 1/4; 
Merck rose 4, to 130 3/4; Avon 
Products climbed 5 1/4, to 107 1/4, 
and Rohm & Haas advanced 
4 1/4, to 113 1/2. 

Western Air Lines, actively 
traded, tumbled 3 5/8, to 34 1/4, 
on news that an examiner for 
the Civil Aeronautics Board had 
recommended rejection of the 
carrier's proposed merger with 
American. Airlines. American's 
stock fell 1 1/4, to 42. 

Deere & Co, a form-equipment 
manufacturer, climbed 3 2/8, to 
51. It reported October- quarter 
share earnings of $L78 against 
$1.05 a year earlier.

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MERRILL LYNCH INVITES YOU TO 
CONSIDER THREE CRITERIA 

Being; a good broker who has an international 
office or department is not necessarily the same as 
being a good international broker. And, as the stresses 
and complexities of international dealing increase, you 
may find that you need even more than that. You need 
to deal with one fully ‘rounded financial house, which 
can, within the same organization, serve your inter- 
national needs in brokerage, investment banking, 
securities research, sale and leaseback financing, econo- 
mic counselling, and even mergers and acquisitions. 

From any financial house you seek three virtues : 

1. STRENGTH. It must offer stability in these 
testing times, and it must be strong enough to be 
objective. 

2. COMPETENCE. Clearly, it mast be able to 
execute your orders efficiently and keep you properly 
up-to-date with the record of your dealings. And it 
must be able to meet your requests for information 
with, intelligence and accuracy. 

3. INVENTIVENESS. It must accept changes in 
trading conditions —indeed, it should welcome innova- 
tion. You want to fed, too, that it is your closest ally 
in financial problem-solving. 

Here we examine briefly the strength, com- 
petence and inventiveness of 'Merrill Lynch as an 
international investment firm. 

THE INTERNATIONAL STRENGTH OF 
MERRILL LYNCH 

• Merrill Lynch is one of the biggest- brokers in 
Europe. And it is getting bigger. In 1970— a poor year 
for most brokers on the international scene— Merrill 
Lynch opened offices in Munich, Dusseldorf and Buenos 
Aires. Merrill Lynch participates in the majority of 
Eurobond offerings, and is a major dealer in the 
Eurodollar aftermarket. 

So much for size. Does it mean strength? That’s 
a good question. Sheer size is only useful to you as an 
investor when it is mobilized to serve your needs; then 
it becomes strength. 

Seeing that size means strength is a constant 
preoccupation throughout Merrill Lynch. The problem 
is attacked in two ways— which may appear contra- 
dictory until you think about them. 

1. Strong central management of all Merrill 
Lvnch activities throughout the world. This is seen 
particularly in the selection, training and conduct of 

employees. , 

Your Merrill Lynch executive has come through 
a process which selects only one executive applicant in 
ten even to begin training. He has been formally 
trained to follow the highest standards of the industry, 
normally in New York. . 

Like everyone else in Merrill Lynch, his business 
behaviour is governed very strictly. There are, for 
example, severe limits to his freedom to trade person- 
ally; and no Merrill Lynch executive is paid any direct 

commission. . _ ■ 

■ 2. Full freedom for the executive in any office 
to call on all the services of Merrill -Lynch for you, his 
dient. Without having to refer to any. remote head- 


quarters, he has, literally, at his fingertips, access to 
the industry’s largest securities research department 
tlirough the most advanced elect ronic information 
systems. Through his private high-speed wire he can 
consult Tokyo, New York or Toronto for you as 
quickly from'Cannes as from Chicago. 

'Thus, to a degree unusual in big firms, the whole 
strength of Merrill Lynch is available to you through 
any one office, so there is massive international strength 
behind your international dealings. And Merrill Lynch 
sees no contradiction between exercising strong central 
control over the selection and business conduct of your 
executive, and then recognizing his unusual calibre by 
giving him unusual man -on-the-spot power to serve 
you. 

Two final points about size, and strength. 
Merrill Lynch’s enormous retail network means that 
you can often deal in very large blocks without dis- 
turbing the market, or your anonymity; but the firm 
is so 9trong that it is independent of any single source 
of income— so not even the biggest deal, or the biggest 
customer, can affect Merrill Lynch's objectivity. 

THE INTERNATIONAL COMPETENCE OF 
MERRILL LYNCH 

No doubt you have heard a lot about Merrill 
Lynch’s huge investment in electronic equipment; but 
new customers, however sophisticated, continue to be 
impressed by its speed and effectiveness. Consider two 
examples, from opposite ends of the investment scale: 

EXAMPLE i. You walk into your nearest Merrill 
Lynch office. Ask about a stock. If it is a reasonably 
well-known U.S. one, the executive you're talking^ to 
can press a code and read you off the price in New 
York at that moment— the closing price, the high, the 
low, and the number of shares traded today. 

Place an order for a security traded on the New 
York Stock Exchange. He will use his high-speed 
private wire direct to the floor of the exchange. Not 
only that, but his order is electronically guided to the 
Merrill Lynch fioorbroker {one of 17 on the New York 
Stock Exchange) who is nearest the post where that 
stock is traded. He buys for 3*ou, and confirms the 
order straight away. (Merrill Lynch can’t promise that 
you'll beat the record set when an order from the U.S. 
West Coast was received, filled and confirmed all within 
14 seconds, but your international order will have the 
same speed and priority as domestic ones.) 

Next day an invoice is wired through giving 
complete details of the transaction. This ability to 
supply written details quickly provides Merrill Lynch 
customers with an important control instrument. 

EXAMPLE 2. You wish to sell a large block of 
Eurobonds. In addition to underwriting Eurobond issues, 
Merrill Lynch maintains an active secondary market in 
many Eurobond securities through the facilities ■■f 
of Merrill Lynch, Pierce, Fenner, and Smith g|§j 
Trading Services Company S.A. in Geneva. This MSgl 
company is in contact by telex and telephone 
with leading traders throughout the world and 
can transmit quotations on over 200 outstanding 
issues for the benefit of issuers and investors alike. HSfg 
Once again, the scale of Merrill Lynch's retail 
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operation is such that large blocks can usually be dealt in 
with little risk of disturbing either the market or your 
anonymity. 

Competence— the ability habitually to get things 
right. This goal can be achieved by training, and by 
discipline, and the maximum use of machines for 
mechanical tasks. In the final analysis a high levd, of 
competence means that there is more of your executive 
available to you for what he is best at; judging your 
needs, using his skills to help you, offering advice and 
solid services. 

THE INTERNATIONAL INVENTIVENESS 
OF MERRILL LYNCH 

As with the other virtues, this is partly a matter 
of making the whole of Merrill Lynch effectively avail- 
able for your international dealings; and partly to do 
with activities which are specifically international. 

Merrill Lynch is inherently an innovative com- 
pany. One example of the kind of innovation available 
to international investors is the application of com- 
puters to portfolio analysis. Expressed very simply, 
this is what happens: each, common stock in a port- 
folio has its performance over the past seven years 
compared, through 55 ratios, with those of 2,200 of the 
largest U.S. and Canadian companies in our computer 
data bank. The resulting decile range analysis shows 
at a glance into which performance range the stock has 
fallen— and, very often, indicates dear reasons. Never 
before has so much information been so quickly avail- 
able to help the executive and the investor with their 
decisions. 

On the purely international front, Merrill Lynch 
has been particularly well placed to play a creative 
role in new forms of finance, such as Eurodollar 
securities— where, for example, the existence of the 
Merrill Lynch Tokyo operation has facilitated the 
underwriting of issues of well established Japanese 
companies who wished to tap Eurodollar funds; these 
securities thus became more readily available to inter- 
national investors. 

This kind of involvement in the new develop- 
ments in international finance develops skills which are 
now eager to be put to further use— as, for e x a m ple, 
in the evolution of European shares on a continental 
basis irrespective of national frontiers. 

WHAT ARE YOU GOING TO NEED FROM 
YOUR FINANCIAL HOUSE? 

Merrill Lynch believes that you are going to 
demand more than brokerage, or even international 
brokerage services. That as you need to call on more 
and more specialized financial services you will find it 
more convenient to find most of them under the same 
roof, sharing the same philosophy and high standards. 
Merrill Lynch, by expansion and diversification, is put- 
ting considerable resources into becoming what 
you are going to need: a fully-rounded internat- 
ional financial house. 

As an international investor, you may 
find it useful to consider the criteria of intemat- 
PH ional strength, competence and inventiveness; 
IBM and to apply them first to your present arrange- 
HH merits, then to those offered by Merrill Lynch.

FOR CHILDREN

AFTER reading through several 

■*— lllTnriMlI AhlUMn'. 


published this year, I found my- 
self bewildered, first of all, by 
the lack of outstanding quality. 
How can It be, one wonders, that 
such an. abundant industry 
produces so little of real ex- 
cellence? ds It because children, 
like Army draftees, hare so little 
to say about what they must con- 
sume, which places the industry 
beyond any true law of supply 
and demand?) Second of an, by 
this business of age classifica- 
tions. What purpose can it pos- 
sibly serve to distinguish between 
13-year-olds and teen-agers, when 
even picture books are so often 
mare sophisticated than so-called 
teen-age novels? ati^ third of 
all, by the continuing upsurge of 
socially significant books. Does 
a primer on ecology tell cVTd i yn 
mare about marauding man than 
"The Walrus and the Carpenter”? 
Do black children get any benefit 
from poorly written poetry that 
happens to be about black sub- 
jects? In short, are children's 
books written for children? 

Still, some of this year's books 
are better than others. 

"Shrewbettina’s Birthday," by 
John S. Goodall CHar court Brace 
Jovanovich, $330). Personally, I 
felt lukewarm about this picture 
story about a shrew who . gets 
out of her cozy bed one morning, 
opens her birthday cards, goes 
a-shopplng. gets her- purse 
snatched by a culprit mouse and 
returned by a chivalrous gentle- 
man shrew and spends the rest 
of her day (and most of the 
story) celebrating at her birth- 
day party. The crisis came too 
early for my taste; the colors are 
too muted. But here is the book 
that my daughter (aged 2 ) stole 
from a pile of hundreds (perhaps 
because of Its compactness?}. 
And she cries over the purse- 
snatching, loves turning the >mtif 
pages that open the doors to 
houses and stores and never tires 
of pointing out the balloons at 
the party. 

"Gobble Growl Grunt* by Peter 
Spier (Doubleday, $445). A year 
ago, this might have baffled me. 
Sure, the animal* are appealingly 
drawn and colored, but an entire 
book of animal noises? No other 
words but the names of the 
animals and hundreds of Oofs, 
Ouek’a, TTmpfs, kek kek k ek 's. 
TJaooooooo’s? Moreover, on what' 
authority can Mr. Spier assert 
that a yak goes "GROONCH”? 
You may smile, but I honestly 
didn’t know about animal noises 
Now, a year later, I can see what 
a useful book this is. 

"Amos & Boris,” by William 
Stelg (Farrar, Strauss & Giroux, 
$430). Some of the charm of this 
story about the friendship of a 
whale a nf i a mouse may be too 
subtle far the very young. For 
Instance, the "savage strength" 
that Amos the mouse rises to 
launch his boat. Or his concern 
about horse mackerels. Or the 
fact that Baris the whale, while 
being rolled back into the sea 
by two elephants, becomes 
"breaded with sand.” On the 
other hand, the illustrations are 
absolutely delicious. And my 


daughter, for one, was excited 
to learn ***** the mouse had 
takpn a yo-yo on his Ill-fated 
cruise. On balance, then, this is 
first-rate, superior even to Mr. 
Stelg's Caldecott Medal-winning 
"Sylvester and the Magic Pebble.” 

"A Boy. A Dog, A Frog and a 
Friend," by Mercer and Marianna 
Mayer (Dial. $230). The Mayers 
may be slipping into formula 
with this follow-up to "A Boy, 
a Dog and a Frog" and "Frog, 
Where Are You?" but the ap- 
peal of this latest picture story 
without words is undeniable. Of 
course, readers win have to 
understand death in order to 
appreciate the turtle's hoax. In 
fact it's* a deceptively violent little 
world that the MSyers depict. But 
there is no blood, no harm done. 

"Yellow Yellow.” Story by 
Frank Asch. Illustrated by Mark 
Alan Stamaty (McGraw - Kill, 
$345). Again, a part of this 
book seems unusually sophisticat- 
ed for young children— namely, 
the cluttered, complex, and often 
grotesque black-and-white back- 
ground drawings. But for the 
very young, the fun will lie in 
following the single bibb of color 
— a yellow construction helmet — 
as It wanders around town on the 
young narrator’s head. And bide: 
children, adults, can amuse 
themselves poring over the visual 
nonsense in the background— the 
tin can with ‘X ’can’ ” labeled on 
It, the boy in the barbershop 
surrounded by an ocean of hair, 
and so on endlessly and chaotical- 
ly. 

"Mother Goose. The Classical 
Tolland Edition.” Rearranged 
and edited in this form by 
Eulalie Osgood Grover. Illustrated 
by Frederick Richardson (North- 
brook, HL, Hubbard Press, $545. 
Deluxe edition, $945). A revised 
edition of the oldest Mother 
Goose in print in the . Uhited 
States (the original was pub- 
lished In 1915), with an of 
Frederick Richardson's Illustra- 
tions included, plus 140 new 
rhymes, bringing the total, to 
292. If you feel your children 
should have a Mother Goose, then 
this is probably the one to get 
them. Why I cannot say. be- 
cause looking at Richardson's Il- 
lustrations overwhelms me with 
a sense of nostalgia. 

"The Slightly 1 Irregular fire 
Engine, or The Hitherlng 
Thithering Djinn,” by Donald 
Barthdme (Farrar, Strauss & 
Giroux, $445). One morning in 
1B87, M'n.'tihiMft. discovers a mys- 
terious Chinese- house- in her 
backyard ("Suburban Distur- 
bance,’' advertises the accompany- 
ing 19th-century engraving). 
Strange sounds emanate from 
within it— "growls, howls, the 
whispering of elephants, the 
trumpeting of djinn." Mathilda 
steps inside, will Barthelme’s 
insanely reasonable nonsense— 
his celebration of the tyranny 
of outmoded visual and verbal 
forms— appeal to the adult within 
the child? Perhaps not. But it 
is certainly grand fun for the 
child within the adult.

An Off -Broadway 
Star at 81

■jVTEW YORK ( WP) .—When Judith Lowry 
1^1 walks into her Off -Broadway dressing 
room, she takes off her dress, puts on a 
robe end takes out her uppers. End of 
makeup chore for current role. 

Miss Lowry, at 81, plays the senile old 
lady in "The Effect of Gamma Bays on 
Man-ln-the-Mooa Marigolds." As the air 
whistles through where her teeth were a 
few minutes before, she explains that one 
of her greatest assets these days Is her 
wrinkles. 

Not only Is she "Marigolds” senile old 
crone, she is the foulmouthed old lady in 
the movie “Anderson Tapes," the wrinkled 
old lady who zips around on a motorcycle 
in a leather jacket In a Salada Tea TV 
commercial, and the little old lady In a 
pop ular poster, sitting in a rocker with a 
smile of oblivion, spaced out on pot. 

Instead of a lapful of knitting, the poster 
shows Mrs. Lowry's lap filled with mari- 
juana. joint papers, and a cigarette roller. 
Her eyes glisten with some small pride: 
“My grandchildren Just can't get it (the 
poster) at their school. It's always sold 
out on campus. 

“Of course we didn’t have the real stuff. 
I've never tried it. And I don't smoke. 
Someone had to smoke that cigarette to 
get the right amount of ash." 

Airs. Lowry, reportedly the oldest working 
actress on the New York stage, is nothing 
if not a realist about show biz (“I don't 
give a hoot about art anymore. Today I 
just go for the pay check”). The only time 
she ever sits in a rocker is to make money. 
She is every ad man's grandmother, and 
she's done more than 80 TV commercials, 
winning a “Clio” for one in which she 
delivers a karate chop to a cameraman, 
who laughs when she says she's saving 
money at a bank for her karate lessons. 

“Commercials— that’s where the money 
is,” says Mrs. Lowry, who won't say bow 
much she makes a year. Some of her 
money goes to combat bouts of arthritis. 

to buy presents for her 27 grandchildren 
and to save for her “old age." 

In between commercials and her ycar- 
and-one-balf Off-Broadway run-in "Mari- 
golds," Mrs. Lowry manages to fit in movie 
roles. “Sweet Charity,” “The Husbands.” 
“Cold Turkey" and “The Anderson Tapes" 
are her latest. 

“My language was awful all through The 
Anderson Tapes.' ‘What the hell are you

doing here?’ And ‘son . of a bitch’ and 
things like that.” It is one of her few 
movies she has seen. “It's probably a very 
fine movie but not my type. Everything 
goes so fast you don't know what's going 
on. Whenever my grandchildren accuse me 
of the bad things X said, I say ‘Oh no, I 
didn't say them— the character I play said 
them.’” 

Mrs. Lowry's first acting career was 
getting off the ground about the same time 
as the Wright brothers. ' She was in vaude- 
ville and had small roles in Broadway pro- 
ductions before World War L 

The daughter of an Army officer, she 
was born Judith Ives in a New Jersey 
Army fort. Explaining why she never 
drank. Mrs. Lowry speaks of her earliest 
days on this earth in the third person, as 
actors and actresses do about the roles they 
play. 

“The baby arrived three months early. 
When it was two or three days old it got 
what was called congestion of the lungs. 
My mother rolled the baby in balls of cot- 
ton saturated in cod-liver oil— can you 
imagine anything worse?— and when the 
baby couldn't take any more, drops of 
whiskey were forced down its throat. That's 
what ruined alcohol for me for life. It 
was a very good thjng, it probably saved 
me a lot of money and maybe a lot of 
trouble." ' 

Sitting in her one-room apartment in a 
running-down neighborhood, Mrs. Lowry 
drew out a scrapbook filled with vintage 
Theda Bara-ish photos. “They had the 
nicest people in vaudeville she reminisced. 
“I wondered why people and family com- 
plained in these days about going onstage. 
It really was the safest place. Everyone 
stayed at the same hotel." 

One worn letter in her scrapbook, dated 
1919, is Itom the entertainment department 
of the YMCA. telling her they were sending 
her to France to entertain troops, adding 
a PS.: “Mr. Rudd Lowry, the man to whom 
you will report, has been notified of your 
arrival . . 

Lowry later became her husband, but 
only after she sent him to Hollywood. “He 
always had a yearning for pictures, and I 
said go out to Hollywood and meet all those 


glamour girls for Pete's sake, and if you 
want to stin get married, we will." 

Soon after the marriage. Mrs. Lowry, a 
devout Catholic, was Into her second career 
— rearing nine children. “I had one baby 
and then another and that finished me. 

1 decided to change Jobs and it was home 
and kids, good-bye theater. It took me 13 
years before I could pass a theater bill- 
board. I lenged for it so. I had to just 
put it out of my mind.” 

After years of scrubbing, washing and 
ironing, while her husband went into In- 
dustrial public relations to support the 
f amil y, Mrs. Lowry returned to the stage 
in the 1950s, “when the kids were out of 
my hair.” 

After the death of her husband a few 
years ago, Mrs. Lowry moved Into her small 
apartment She clearly loves her evenings 
onstage at the New Theater, where she 
sits like a shriveled, beady-eyed bird, star- 
ing at nothing, neVer speaking, occasion- 
ally lifting a quivering glass of beer to her 
lips. “That part relaxes me." 

Afterwards, she stays up until about 

2 am.— "although I don't carouse. I usual- 
ly just go home.” 

She moves about Manhattan in taxis, on . 
buses and subways, unafraid of crime. 

“I'm fatalistic. If you're going to get 
mugged, you're going to get mugged. I 
remember way back when I.first started, 
the rehearsal halls were in the Bowery 
and of course there was no union and they 
worked you ’til 2 am. When you walked 
out you didn't think anything. If there 
was a drunk all you did was walk around 
him. If you're afraid, life isn’t worth 
living." 

She also takes every technological de- 
velopment she has seen with aplomb. 
“Going to the moon was just like elec- 
tricity, really. Everybody thought. “Boy, 
electricity would be so exciting.* Well, it 
wasn’t. It was just accepted.” 

In addition to having to wear no make- 
up. and being able to take out your uppers 
and walk onstage, Mrs. Lowry says there 
is another advantage to old age. 

“When you forget things or act a little 
nutty, people just forgive you.” she said 
with a beaming smile. “They say, 'Oh her — 
she's just old.' ”
